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At a Glance 


CONSTRUCTION ACTIVITY IN 1959—Expendi- 
tures for new construction in 1959 were at an all- 
time high at $54.3 billion, exceeding the 1958 peak 
by 1l percent. Record levels were achieved for 
both private and public construction work, amount- 
ing to 14 and 4 percent gains respectively over the 
marks set in 1958. The $38.3 billion for privately 
owned categories, almost $5 billion higher than 
1958, reflects mainly an upsurge in housing ex- 
penditures from $18 billion to more than $22 bil- 
lion. In the public sector, all types of construc- 
tion, with the exception of educational and in- 
dustrial, contributed gains which pushed total 
spending to almost $16 billion. This area bene- 
fited from the carryover of spending generated by 
antirecession actions taken in 1958. Construction 
of highways, for example, was accelerated by a 
$400- million appropriation in the 1958 Federal Aid 
Highway Act that required the completion of ex- 
penditures by the end of 1959. 


HOUSING STARTS IN NOVEMBER--The almost 
91,000 private housing starts in November 1959 
were sufficient to bring about a rise in the seasonal- 
ly adjusted annual rate. The November rate of 
1,210,000 units was 30,000 above the 1,180,000 rate 
for the month of October, a sharp break from the 
record pace of the first 9 months of 1959. Total 
starts (private and public) for the first 11 months 
of 1959 amounted to 1,294,000 units, compared 
with slightly more than 1,100,000 in the same 
period of 1958. The tapering-off of the Capehart 
(military) housing program caused the public hous- 
ing total for the January-November 1959 period to 
drop to 34,500 units—almost half the volume of the 
same 1958 period. 


FHA-VA ACTIVITY IN NOVEMBER--A striking 
change in the trend of FHA applications was shown 
by the fact that the 21,800 applications in November 
1959 represented the lowest monthly level since 
December 1957. Earlier this year applications 
were running 20 to 40 percent above comparable 
monthly periods of 1958. Yet, the cumulative total 
of more than 414,000 applications for the first 11 
months was still only 1 1/2 percent above 1958. 
No new Capehart (military) housing applications 
were recorded in November, signifying the sharp 
decline in that program. In the first half of the 
year, this program accounted for about 18,000 
applications. In the second half, less than 2,000 
applications have been recorded thus far. 

VA appraisal requests also were down in Novem- 
ber, about 20 percent from the previous year. As 
in FHA applications, the cumulative total for 11 
months of 1959 was only 1.6 above 1958, but earlier 
in the year cumulative gains were strikingly high. 
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The number of FHA mortgages insured, on the 
other hand, continued substantially ahead of 1958. 
For the first 11 months of 1959 the gain was 24 
percent. The number of new private dwelling 
units started under FHA inspection declined for 
the fifth successive month in November, but the total 
number for the first 11 months remained sub- 
stantially above the comparable 1958 total. The 
situation for VA starts was about the same--de- 
clining in November but up overall for 1959. 


NONFARM MORTGAGE RECORDINGS IN OC- 
TOBER--Recordings of nonfarm mortgages de- 
clined slightly, 4 percent, in October 1959 from the 
October 1958 level, marking the first time in 
almost a year and a half that mortgage financing 
activity was off from the same month of the pre- 
vious year. The $2.8 billion recorded brought the 
total for the first 10 months of 1959, to more than 
$27 billion, a 22-percent gain over the comparable 
1958 period. This gain reflected a 30-percent in- 
crease in lending activities of savings and loanas- 
sociations and more moderate advances of 5 to 23 
percent for other types of lenders. October was 
the third consecutive month in which the number of 
recordings of $20,000 or less declined and the 
fourth consecutive month showing a drop in the 
average amount per recording. 


BUILDING PERMIT ACTIVITY IN OCTOBER- 
Building permit valuations in October 1959 were 
down 7 percent from September. At $1.8 billion, the 
level was also off 6 percent from the October 1958 
level. For the first 10 months of 1959, the value of 
all building construction permits exceeded that for 
the corresponding period of the previous year, by 
13 percent. The value of building permits for 
private construction in the first 10 months of 1959 
gained 18 percent, but the publicly owned sector 
declined 16 percent. 

The housing sector was still the leading one for 
1959 in terms of gain over 1958, recording a 20- 
percent rise in the January-October period. The 
October 1959 decline of 8 percent from October 
1958 in new dwelling unit valuation was the first 
significant downward movement in 1959. 


PUBLIC CONTRACT AWARDS IN OCTOBER- 
The value of contract awards for public construc- 
tion rose in October by 8 percent—the first time 
since June that a monthly decline did not take place. 
However, the value for the first 10 months of 1959 
still lagged behind that of the comparable period of 
1958 by 17 percent. The falling-off in awards oc- 
curred for Federally owned as well as State and 
locally owned types of construction, particularly 





public residential buildings, highways, and public 
service enterprises. Most categories declined from 
year-ago levels. 


CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS IN NOVEMBER- 
The total value of November 1959 contract awards 
reported by the F.W. Dodge Corporation was at the 
lowest level in 9 months, 7 percent below that for 
the same month in 1958. Even though the cumula- 
tive 12-month total ending in November 1959 was 
still 5 percent above that of the similar period of 
1958, this series has been leveling off. The 12- 
month cumulative total declined in 4 consecutive 
months. 

Residential awards in November 1959 were down 
by 8 percent from the year before, but the 12- 
month-ending total was still 19 percent ahead of the 
comparable period of the year before. The only 
group showing year-to-year gains on a monthly or 
12-month basis was nonresidential building. En- 
gineering contracts in 1959 reported by the F. W. 
Dodge Corporation have been falling behind com- 
parable 1958 12-month periods since about the 
middle of the summer. 


The volume of large engineering contracts for the 
12 months ending in November 1959 as reported in 
Engineering News-Record was about 5 percent 
above that of the like period of 1958. The gain 
between November 1958 and 1959 was slightly more 
than 30 percent. The industrial Category continued 
to register notable advances in November, the 
12-month total showing a 58 percent rise over the 
12-month level of the year before. Publicly owned 
construction, especially highways, provided a nega- 
tive offset to strong privately owned construction 
categories. A rise of 30 percent in the 12-month 
total of the private sector represented a more than 
$2-billion increase in contracts. This was negated 
in part by the i12-percent drop in "Public,"’ repre- 
senting a $1.6 billion reduction. 


CONSTRUCTION COSTS IN OCTOBER--The De- 
partment of Commerce composite index for October 
1959 remained at 142 (1947-49 = 100), the level 
prevailing since July. However, compared to the 
same month of the year before, the October index 
was up 2 percent. 


CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS PRICES IN NO- 
VEMBER--The wholesale price index of all con- 
struction materials in November was almost the 
same as in October, but was 2 percent higher than 
in November 1958. Lumber and wood products 
prices, although generally unchanged from October, 
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have with the exception of softwood plywood, shown 
over-the-year increases of 2 to 6 percent. Soft- 
wood plywood showed the largest over-the-year 
drop in price of any of the construction materials. 
Recent increases in copper prices continued to be 
the chief influence in the strong upward movement 
of November prices for items such as building wire, 
copper water tubing, and nonmetallic stretched 
cable. 


CONSTRUCTION MATERIALS OUTPUT IN SEP- 
TEMBER AND OCTOBER--The composite ma- 
terials output index in September was slightly 
lower than that in August. A continuing decline in 
the index for iron and steel products, owing to 
work stoppage, was mainly responsible. A more 
than seasonal decline in portland cement output 
also contributed to the drop in the September com- 
posite index. 

October output movements were mixed. Lumber 
and wood products and asphalt products increased, 
but millwork, paint, varnish, and lacquer, and port- 
land cement declined. Third-quarter-1959 output 
of gypsum was up 5 percent from the previous 
quarter; plumbing fixtures recorded a decline of 
5 percent for the same period. On a seasonally 
adjusted basis the lumber index was down and the 
asphalt index barely exceeded that in September. 


CONTRACT CONSTRUCTION EMPLOYMENT IN 
NOVEMBER—November 1959 employment for all 
contractors declined 5 percent from October, but 
was still 1 percent above the November 1958 level. 
For the third successive month employment on a 
seasonally adjusted basis was off slightly from the 
previous month’s level. Detailed figures for 
October 1959 reveal uneven patterns of year-to- 
year changes. There was increased employment 
by general contractors and certain of the special 
trades contractors, but nonbuilding contractors 
showed drops in employment. 


HOURS AND EARNINGS IN OCTOBER-At $117.66, 
October average weekly earnings of contract con- 
struction employees advanced 2 percent over Sep- 
tember, reflecting increases in both average weekly 
hours and average hourly earnings. October weekly 
earnings were $2.22 below the August 1959 record 
level of $119.88. Most trades shared in the increase 
between September and October. 

Compared with the corresponding month of 1958, 
October 1959 weekly earnings were 2 percent higher 
as a result of a 5-percent increase inhourly earn- 
ings partially offset by a 3-percent decline in weekly 
hours. 











STATISTICAL SERIES 


Part A--Construction Put in Place 


NOTE: The monthly estimates in Part A, with few exceptions, are not based on direct measurements. They are derived primarily by 
applying standard progress patterns (which reflect assumed normal seasonal movements) to the value of contracts awarded prior to the 
current month. Except when special surveys are made, the estimates do not reflect the effects of the varying number of working days 
in different months, nor of special conditions influencing the volume of activity in any given month, such as unusual weather, mate- 

rials shortages, overtime, work stoppage, and delays. 





Appearing in this issue are the data for the value of new construction put in place in November and December. The November es- 
timates ordinarily would have been published in the December issue but were delayed because the Bureau of the Census was under- 
taking a special survey to obtain information about any effect steel shortages may have had on construction work. 


No special survey on the effect of the steel strike was made in December. In preparing the December estimates, in view of the re- 
sumption of steel production in November, it was assumed that shortages of steel for construction purposes continued, but that these 
shortages were not so great as in November and that the resulting curtailment of construction activity was less than in November. For 
types of construction which had been least affected by steel shortages, it was assumed that no construction delays were encountered 
in December because of a shortage of steel; for projects most severely curtailed in previous months, it was assumed that effects of 
the steel shortage continued in December, but to a smaller extent.
